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1 . THE VOTE YESTERDAY BY THE HIRC (REETEL A) WAS A PROMI- 
NENT NEWS ITEM TODAY IN GREECE WHERE THE PROGRESS OF THE 
LEGISLATION ON THE LIFTING OF THE TURKISH ARMS EMBARGO 
IS BEING VERY CLOSELY EOLLOWED. THE CLOSE VOTE IN THE 
HIRC WAS PLAYED HERE BY MOST OF THE MEDIA AS INDICATING DIFFI- 
CULT TIMES AHEAD EOR THE LEGISLATION IN THE CONGRESS. 
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THE AFTERNOON RADIO GAVE SOME FANFARE TO REPORTS FROM 
"DIPLOMATIC AND POLITICAL CIRCLES" IN WASHINGTON 
THAT THE CARTER ADMINISTRATION'S EFFORTS WERE DOOMED 
TO FAILURE IN VIEW OF THE ONE VOTE MARGIN YESTERDAY, 
ESPECIALLY CONSIDERING THAT TWO CONGRESSMEN WHO OPPOSE 
THE LIFTING OF THE EMBARGO DID NOT VOTE. 

2. MOST NEWSPAPERS ALSO INDICATED IN THEIR REPORTING 
THAT THE LEGISLATION FACED ROUGH SLEDDING AHEAD. OPPO- 
SITION TO VIMA AND ITS AFTERNOON SISTER TA NEA PRINTED 
AN EFSTATHIADIS STORY WHICH STRONGLY SUGGESTED THE 
ADMINISTRATION'S EFFORTS TO REMOVE THE EMBARGO WOULD 
BE DEFEATED LATER IN BOTH HOUSES OF THE CONGRESS. 

ONLY COMMUNIST RIZASPASTIS WROTE THAT THE PASSAGE OF 
THE LEGISLATION WAS CONSIDERED ASSURED, ADDING THAT 
SINCE GREECE FOLLOWED CARAMANLIS' POLICY OF BELONGING 
TO THE WEST, GREECE WOULD THEREFORE BE SURE TO ACQUIESCE 
IN AMERICA'S REMOVING THE EMBARGO. MOST AFTERNOON 
EDITIONS REPORT THE BINGHAM AMENDMENT AND CHARACTERIZE 
IT AS "SUGAR COATING" FOR THE EMBARGO PILL. 

3. IN A RELATED VEIN, THE MAY 2 SFRC HEARINGS HAS ALL 
BUT FADED FROM THE NEWS. AS AN EXCEPTION, FAR RIGHT 
ELEFTHEROS COSMOS PRINTED IN CONSIDERABLE LENGTH THE 
TESTIMONIES OF DEPUTY SECRETARY CHRISTOPHER, SECRETARY 
BROWN, AND CLARK CLIFFORD. 
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
